Iw this issue of the Stan we publish an account of outrageous proceedings in 
Arklow in the interference of certain Protestants preaching in the public 
streeta of that place.

ant prejudice and unadulterated hate, which they manifested by, — — 
horns and beating old tin cans, and in other contemptible ways... There can 
be no reasonable excuse for such conduct. If the women of that neighbor - 
hood in Arklow did not wish to hear the preaching of the Protestants it would 
have been in far better taste for them to have remained in their own homes, 
It certainly would have shown a Christian spirit to have done so. As it. was, 
however, the spirit shown in the disturbance was anything but.a Christian 
one. It is such a spirit as that which has blackened the history of the past 
with deeds of cruelty and bloodshed. It is the kind of influence that has 
produced untold suffering in the world. Every intelligent. person should 
frown down deeds of violence against the liberties of fellow-beings. Every 
individual should be protected in his right The Lord has given men their 
agency upon the earth, and they will be accountable to Him for the. use they 
make of it. Those who take upon themselves the responsibility of using 
force to change the views of others will find that their own position is none 
too secure. If another is in error regarding principles of salvation, let meek- 
ness, forbearance, charity, and a disposition to teach him the truth in a spirit 
of kindness, of warning, and of love prevail.

But the affair is an evidence of the intolerance of people who are blind 
regarding the Gospel of peace taught by our Saviour. It is singular, too, and 
yet to the true Gospel believer it is not so singular that while the Catholics 
manifest hate towards Protestants, Catholics and Protestants unite in perse- 
cuting the Latter-day Saints.
